The 
clerk went with the ring to the showcase 
and examined a tray of rings there. Then 
he returned the ring to the woman with 
the statement that he had made a mistake 
The women testified that someone held the 


door while this was going on and the at 


tention of a crowd in the store was at 
tracted to them Che woman sued for $10, 
000 damages and got a verdict for $600. 
If the party was honest, as the verdict 
evidently proves she was, she was entitled 
to damages for the chagrin and injury to 
her reputation she suffered owing to the 
clerk’s mistake The clerk undoubtedly 
had reasons which, in his own’ mind, 
seemed sufficient to cause him to act as he 
did; but he was apparently over-zealous 
and lacked tactfulness. Yet that close 
watchfulness, if not actual suspicion, is 
necessary on the part of the jeweler in 
dealings with strangers is proved by the 
second news dispatch, in which it is re- 
ported that two well dressed women were 
entirely successful in working the “penny- 
weight” game in a Cleveland jewelry store 
to the tune of $250 loss to the jewelry 
firm. Where is the dividing line between 
open suspicion and genial trustfulness? 
This is the problem the jeweler and his 
assistants must constantly study to solve. 
In the meantime, a little leniency, upon the 
part of the law dispensers toward the jew- 
elers, taking into consideration the mark 
they are made by all classes of thieves and 


swindlers, would not be out of place.

Plans for Expanding ord in the for- 
American Trade. cign trade achieved 

by manufacturers of 

the lines represented by THE CIRCULAR- 
WEEKLY, as indicated in the export table 
published in a recent issue, is significant 
of the rapidly spreading conviction among 
such manufacturers that it is imperative 
for them to seek in foreign countries fresh 
outlets for their productions. In this con- 
nection it is highly gratifying to note that 
Congress is beginning to recognize the 
growing importance of the export trade to 
the manufacturers of the country, and is 
considering legislation designed to aid 
them in the enlargement of foreign mar- 
kets for American goods. A number of 
measures, with this object in view, are now 
before the National Legislature, and an 
epitome of the more important ones is 
herewith presented. Manufacturers and 
merchants generally should take up these 
subjects in an energetic way and impress 
their views upon Congress, giving the va 


rious measures hearty support. Manufac 


turers generally have long felt that some 
means should be taken by the U1 ted 
States to educate the men who are in the 
future to be the controlling element in the 
development of the trade and commerce 


Germany has made tre- 





he cout 
mendous st in the last few years in 
he de velopn ent of her 1loreign trade, and 
it is due principally to the intelligence, en- 


terprise and skill of the men sent by that 


country to all parts of the world. These 
men have been educated in the trade and 
technical schools throughout Germany, 


with the result that they are the best 
equipped men in all parts of South Amer- 
ica, Europe and Asia, engaged in selling 
foreign goods. In order to put the United 
States on an equality th Germany in this 
respect, Representative Fitzgerald, of Mas 
sachusetts, has introduced a_ resolution 
calling for the appointment by the Presi- 
dent of a commission of five persons to 
investigate the trade and commercial rela- 
tions of this country with other countries, 
with the view to the establishment of a 
national commercial university at Wash- 
ington. The author of the resolution deems 
such a university absolutely necessary, if 
we expect to hold our own with the ad- 
vanced methods of English and German 
salesmen. The efforts which manutactur- 
ers in every branch of industry have made 
during the past i0 years to secure the es 
tablishment of a department of commerce 
and industries bid fair to be crowned with 
success. A bill to create such a depart 
ment has been favorably reported by a sub 
committee of the Senate committee on 
commerce and a little more urging on the 
part of manufacturers will undoubtedly re 
sult in the establishment of the new de- 
partment by the end of the present fiscal 
year. The new department will have com- 
plete jurisdiction over all matters relating 
to the manufacturing interests of the coun- 
try, including the extension of foreign 
markets for manufactured goods. Another 
meritorious measure is that asking for an 
appropriation of $200,000 to enable the 
Philadelphia Commercial Museum to in- 
crease its facilities for supplying commer- 
cial information to chambers of commerce 
and other trade organizations throughout 
the country. Other grist in the National 
legislative mill include bills to reorganize 
the consular service, to establish the met- 
ric standards of weights and measures, to 
incorporate the National Association of 
Manufacturers for the purpose of giving 
additional stability to that organization, 
and for the appointment of a commission 
of industrial experts to study trade condi- 
tions in the Orient, with a view of increas- 
ing American trade in that vast territory. 
It will be seen at a glance that all these 
measures are designed to directly or indi- 
rectly promote the export trade of this 
country, and as nearly every manufacturer 
is interested in the export problem, the 
speedy passage of these measures should 


be urged upon Congress

The foregoing statements will doubtless 
prove valuable to our trade. While a 
complete dethronement of the file need not 
be apprehended, because it will remain in 
dispensable for certain purposes, yet 
the use of the emery wheel can be extend 
cd with advantage. 


Graining of Gold Articles.— Dissolve 50 
grammes of fused silver nitrate in three 


liters of water, add a filtered solution of 


») grammes of cooking salt, allow the re- 
sulting silver chloride to settle, decant the 
supernatant solution of sodium nitrate, 
mix again by decanting, add a little sul 
phuric acid and effect the reduction of the 
silver chloride by little pieces of zinc 
brought into contact with it After these 
have been removed—which is easier, if the 
pieces are not too small—the silver pow 
der, gray in appearance, is washed and 
dried. One part of this powder mixed with 
SIX parts of cooking salt and three parts 
of tartar, the mixture being finely ground, 
constitutes the graining powder. For use, 
it is prepared with water inti thin paste, 
uch is applied with a clean, moderately 
Olt yrush espe ally ree from grease, on 
he piece to be grained, by making some 
turns to the right and left to obtain an 
»blong graining lhe longer the brushing 

yntinued the coarser will be the grain, 


while it becomes finer and paler the more 


tartar 1s added.

In answer to your letter of recent date, 
in regard to guaranteeing filled watch 
cases, will say: 

No. 1. Should the manufacturer give a 
new case of the same guarantee in ex- 
change for the old case that has not lived 
up to its guarantee? Yes. The fact of the 
first case not wearing as guaranteed, show- 
ing that same grade case would not wear 
to exceed the limit of original guarantee, 
by any great amount, if used by same 
wearer, justifies that. 

No. 2. No. As it is not at all probable 
that a customer whose case, guaranteed 
for 20 years, wore less than half that time, 
could use a lU-year case for any length of 
time which would be satisfactory to him. 
A 10-year case would be very apt to last 
only four years in such wearer’s use. 

No. 3. Yes. If that is the easiest, most 
profitable way out of the difficulty for him. 
It does not correspond with the guarantees 
given by sellers of filled cases; still a good 
many customers regard such a construc- 
tion of the guarantee as satisfactory if they 
find it is all they can get 

No. 4. No, decidedly not; our experi- 
ence with this filled case question is that 
the customer considers himself defrauded 
to a considerable extent; that the first case 
was sold under a misrepresentation unless 
made good by a new case. Have not met 
one willing to accept such a proposition. 

[ would suggest that the manufacturers 
get out of this difficulty, first, by a fair, 
correct treatment of their patrons, by liv- 
ing up to the guarantee given, which will 
involve some loss, but pay in the long run; 
second, by changing the guarantee so as 
to make it more reasonable for all con- 
cerned; warrant a clerk’s or office man’s 
case for four times as long as a railroad 
fireman’s or a bricklayer’s, or, in fact, one 
whose occupation causes his pockets and 
hands to be coated and covered with grit 
and oil.

This is a matter I hardly know how to 
lecide, in justice both to the manufacturer 
and wearer. It is a considerable disap- 
poiutment to have a case fail to come up 
to expectation, but a good deal should 
be taken into consideration as to how this 
case has been treated If the case has 
heen treated fairly and the retail jeweler 
knows it, I think it should be replaced 
with a new case, if in the first half of its 
guarantee; after that time replaced with 
a new case of shorter life or repaired to 
hold out to the end. Some cases are kept 
eight or 10 years in stock before they are 
worn, and the manufacturer can’t tell any- 
thing about this. I have had very little 
trouble with filled cases of standard makes.

CHAPTER IV. 


(Continuation of Putting in Balance Springs.) 


The conditions necessary for isochronism in the flat 
spring and those that govern the adjustment to positions 
cannot always be fulfilled together. We have seen (Chap. 
1, 5) that the isochronism ot the spring depends in great 
measure upon the angular distance of the terminal pin- 
ning, more properly speaking, now, upon the angular 
distance between the regulator pins and the inside pin- 
ning point, while the adjustment to positions requires 
that the middle of the first half of the inner coil should 
stand vertically over the center of the balance arbor when 
the balance is at rest and the watch is “pendant up” 
(Chap. II., 11,a and b). It will be seen that the coinci- 
dence of these conditions depends upon the design of the 
watch. Unfortunately, in most of them, owing to the 
pendant winding, the position of the regulator pins hap- 
pens to come in the wrong place, as to terminal pinning, 
when the conditions for position adjustment is satisfied. 
The latter adjustment, however, is of so much greater 
importance in watches that, where they cannot both be 
obtained we must sacrifice the former, 1. ¢., the best ter- 
minal pinning; unless, indeed, we take advantage of the 
recommendation heretofore made (13) of applying a 
weight to the spring in order to correct position error, 
in which case it will make no difference in what relative 
position the terminal pinning of the spring stands in ver- 
tical position and we can pin the spring in at the angular 
distance most favorable to its isochronism. Those who 
will try this will find it the shortest and surest way of 
adjusting the flat spring. The only objection to it is the 
danger of the adjustment being disturbed if it should 
chance to get into the hands of a repairer ignorant of the 
purposes it is intended to serve. but this danger exists 
always in the case of any adjusted watch. The analysis 
we have made of position error enables us to always tell 
beforehand on which side of the spring the weight has 
to be applied; but as the variations differ, quantitatively, 


as well as to exact position in different watches, it is 
always well to make a trial first, as hereafter shown. 

In order to make sure of the position of the inner pin- 
ning being in the right place for position adjustment— 
when no weight is desired to be placed on the balance 
spring—-it is well to make a sketch on the bench paper 
before us as follows: Draw a line, A B, Fig. 31. Lay

the movement dial down on it so that it passes through 
the stem and the center of the movement. Locate the 
position of the balance with respect to this line and draw 
right angular axes E F and C D through it, C D being 
parallel to A B. Locate the position of the stud S with 
respect to the center of the balance and draw line o S. 
Then lay the spring, now colleted, on the right angular 
axes, centering it by their intersection 0, in such a way 
that the inner pinning point falls on the horizontal line 
E F, with the first half coil above it, and pin it into the 
stud at the intersection of the line o S and the outer coil. 
The position occupied by the first half of the inner coil 
is the same for a spring wound in the reverse direction, 
only reversed, and it is independent of the relative posi- 
tion of the stud. The view presented in the figure is 
from the side of the movement. 

[It is obvious that in thus pinning in the spring to make 
it come right for position adjustment we cannot always 
make the point in the outer coil, marked as the point at 
which the balance will run to mean time, coincide with 
the relative position of the regulator pins when the 
regulator stands in the middle of its index.

GRANT COLLECTION (CONTINUED), 
ENTION must also be made of two 
old cloisonné jars, presented by Li 


Hung Chang; of two old Chinese porcelain 
jars and their bases; of two very old 
crackleware bowls, and of two bronze vases 
prese¢ nted by the Japanese citizens of Yoko- 
hama, covered with raised designs of 
shrubs and blooms in silver, bronze and 
gold 

in the collection of coins and medals is 
one of 23 ancient coins of Japan, dating 
from 1450 to the beginning of the 18th cen- 
tury. With the exception of five, all the 
coins are either perfect ovals or squares 
with rounded corners. The smallest coin 
is a Shin Coban weighing 3.29 grams; the 
largest is a Kizosa Coban, a Japanese mili- 


tary medal of 1559 and weighing 227.5 
grams. Of the exceptions one is a circle 
with the sides inverted, known as the 


Tackonhachi Don Bon Don Coban, of 
1573, and weighing 76.44 grams; two others 
are perfect circles; the smaller one pre- 
sents the only attempt at milling in the 
collection and weighs 45.60 grams; while 
the larger one is the Higashigama Howo 
Mara Coban, used in 1480, and weighing 
156.8 grams; the other two exceptions are 
oblong sheets, one the size of a large visit- 
ing card—the Kei-cho Nijiu Mo Kaku Co- 
ban, of 1601-1695, weight 75.86 grams; the 
other is a high prize medal of 1580, weight 
187.3 grams, size that of an ordinary pos- 
tal card. 

Among the medals the most valuable, 
from an intrinsic point of view, is the gold 
medal presented to General Grant by a 
joint resolution of Congress, Dec. 17, 1863, 


for various victories which had _ been 
achieved under his command. Its diam- 
eter is four inches; weight, 14,054.40 
grains; bullion value, $605.20. In the cen- 


ter is a side view, raised bust of the Gen- 
eral surrounded by two wreaths, a small 
one on top and heavier one underneath, all 
on a perfectly plain polished gold surface: 
so well calculated by its unpretentious 
worth to point to the similarity of the 
chief characteristics of the man to whom 
it was given. 

Decidedly the finest medal in the collec- 
tion an artistic point of view is a 
gold pistole of Charles III. of Spain, 
mounted as an ornament in a frame of fine

Grant at the Metropolitan Fair in aid of 
U. S. Sanitary Commission, on April 23, 
1864, has a straight blade, bevel edged, and 
is etched with military trophies and other 
designs. The pommel of gilded silver is 
surmounted by a female head, across 
whose brow is a band containing rubies, 
diamonds and sapphires, in the order 
named, each one-half karat in weight, five 
in all, The £ZTip 1s Of oxidized silver, dec- 
orated with bas-reliefs; while the scabbard 
is of sterling silver, polished, gilded, and 
engraved with Grant’s name 

The most valuable, from an intrinsic 
point of view, of this entire collection is 
the sword of Chattanooga, presented to 
General Grant by citizens of Jo Daviess 
Co., lll. It originally contained 14 dia- 
monds, but at the present time only 12 
are left; pure white in color, perfect in 
cutting and weighing about one karat 
each. It has a double edged, straight 
blade; the etching on it is very fine and 
remains as clear to-day as when frst exe- 
cuted, and it contains Grant’s monogram 
ind a list of his victories. The grip is or- 
namented with longitudinal panels of tor- 
toise shell, each pane] held in position by 
three gold rivets. [The monogram also 
appears on the guard plate, surrounded by 
a winding ribbon on which appear the 
words: “The hero of the Mississippi 7 
The scabbard is entirely of gold and is 
very handsomely engraved with the names 
and dates of his most noted battles 

The sword possessing more interest than 
any other is the one that was usually worn 
by Grant. Like everything else pertain- 
ing to his daily life, it is plain and unpre- 
tentious. The blade was a fine, double 
edge, straight, richly damascened; the 
pommel is of gold, with bas-reliefs; the 
grip of carved ivory; the scabbard is gold 
plated, rich in design, and is really one of 
the handsomest in the entire collection.

price for Elizabethan silver was £7 10s. 
per ounce. For old articles in this metal 
the sum usually obtainable ranges from £5 
to £17 per ounce, according to the artistic 
workmanship displayed on them.—London
